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Carter sees 
nomination 
guaranteed 

PLAINS, Georgia, Sept 1, (R) — Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter said in an interview he will 
defeat Sen. Edward Kennedy or California 
Gov. Jeny Brown if they challenge him for 
the Democratic Presidential nomination next 
year. 

Carter acknowledged that he said at a 
recent White House meeting that if Kennedy, 
the Democratic Senator from Massachusetts, 
entered the race-: L> I will whip his ass” — a 
remark that generated some controversy 
because of its earthy language. 

In the interview Friday Carter said he 
believed be had been speaking off the record 
at the time. 

“ If I should be a candidate and if Sen. 
Kennedy or Gov. Brown or anyone 
should ran against me then I believe I would 
triumph, 'to express it in more diplomatic 
terms, ” be said. 

Carter, whose popularity ratings in 
national opinion polls have been plunging for 
months, made his comments in an interview 
with editors Thursday in Tampa, Florida. The 
text was released at his home in Plains Friday. 

The President is expected to seek a second 
White House term, but has delayed a formal 
announcement of his candidacy until later 
this year.. 

Asked about Sen. Kennedy's great popu- 
larity among Americans the President 
replied : “ I have heard trim say that his 
avowed commitment not to run was one of 
the things that made. him attractive 

“ I have- heard him say that if he should 
announce as a candidate, which he doesn’t 
intend to do, his standing in the polls would 
undoubtedly. drop a good bit.”

Syrian-Israeli 
talks ‘proposed’ 

KUWAIT, Sept. 1 (Agencies) — President 
Nicolae Ceaucescu is proposing to Syria and 
Israel the convening of a secret summit 
including President Hafez Assad and Israeli 
Premier Menahem Begin, Kuwait’s Al - 
Qabas reported Saturday. 

The newspaper quoted what it called well- 
informed diplomatic sources in Washington 
as say ing that the Romanian proposal was at 
the request of the United States. 

Vasfle Pungun, a close aid to Ceaucescu, 
met Friday with Begin in Jerusalem and con- 
veyed to him a message from the Romania 
president. Israeli reports said the message 
was connected to a fresh Middle East peace 
initiative undertaken by the Ceaucescu, who 
recently visited Damascus and conferred 
there with both Assad and Palestinian com- 
mando leader Yasser Arafat 

The sources mentioned nothing about 
Syria's reaction to the Romanian president s 
proposal, but said ’’consultations between 
Ceaucescu and Assad could lead to some 
results soon," according to Al -Qabas report. 

Arafat’s recent visit to Bucharest lias bad 
“some fruitful results which inspired Presi- 
dent Ceaucescu’ s messaged© Begin," the 
sources were quoted as saying. 

Meanwhile, Abdul- Mohsen Abu Maizer, 
official PLO spokesman, said in an interview 
with the Syrian government newspaper Tis - 
Ann: “For the thousandth'- time we say no to 
Resolution 242 and to any dialogue with 
American conditional on the PLO*s accep- 
tance of that resolution.” 

Abu Maizer said the policy used by the 
United States in the Middle East was out- 
dated and indicated the bankruptcy of the 
American approach. 



Khaled begins vacation in Geneva 


GENEVA, Sept. 1 (Agencies) — King 
Khaled arrived here Saturday on a private 
visit after leaving Taif earlier in the day. He 
owns a lakeside house in Geneva which he 
visits at least once a year. 

The King was seen off at the airport in 
Taif by Crown Prince Fahd — who will act as 
prime ministe r in his absence — and by a 
number of other princes, ministers, officials 
and a large crowd. 

Defense Minister Prince Sultan accom- 
panied the King on the trip. It is ■ not: known 


how long Khaled will be vacationing in Swit- 
zerland. 

Prior to departing, the King received a high 
ranking delegation from North Yemen led by 
Assembly Speaker Sheikh Abdullah ibn Hus- 
sein Al-Ahmar. 

ATAhmar delivered a message from Pres- 
ident Ali Abdullah Saleh, which presidential 
adviser Abdullah Asnaj said dealt with the 
strong ties between the two countries and 
ways of strengthening them further in the 
future. 


The meeting was also attended by Crown 
Prince Fahd, Foreign Minister Prince Saud 
and Special Adviser Dr. Rashad Pbaraon. 

Earlier Saturday the King received a mes- 
sage of congratulations from President Jaafar 
Numciri of the Sudan on the occasion of the 
Eid Al Fitr.

CAIRO, Sept. I — Egyptian Prime Minis- 
ter Mustafa Khalil has repeated his call to 
other Arab states to join in current peace 
negotiations and help come up with a practi- 
cal plan for a lasting Middle East peace. 

In an interview With Arab News here Fri- 
day, Khalil denied that current American 
overtures to the Palestinians are opposed by 
Egypt . 

“ Egypt’s primary concern is a solution for 
the Pales tinian problem in which the Arabs 
■constructively participate. It is immaterial 
whether the constructive suggestions toward 
end come from the Palestinians specifi- 
cally or the Arabs as a whole, ” he said. 

Kba& said Egypt has four goals in its cur- 
rent negotiations with Israel fqr Palestinian 
autonomy, and listed them in this order : 

— Egypt’s primary concern is the question 
of Palestinian rights to a homeland. 

4 — Egypt’s second concern is detennining 
exactly where that homeland should be 
located and drawing its boundaries. 

— Within that homeland, Palestinian 
self-detennination should be established as 
quickly as possible. 

Only lastly does Egypt consider the ques- 
tion of who represents the Palestinians to be 
an important one, he said. 

The Egyptian prime minis ter denied that 
the United States wants to secure its position 
in the Middle East by installing military bases 
in both Egypt and Israel. He said in proof that 
Egypt had rejected letters handed to it in 
Washington calling for United States guaran- 
tees for implementation of the peace treaty 
between it and IsraeL He said that Egypt 
would reject such a suggestion were the 
United States itself to make it, and it would 
not consider even allowing training facilities 
on Egyptian soil. 

To a question regarding the reported 
Israeli threat to the United States — that 
Is rael would consider the peace agreements 
null and void if Washington sponsored a new 
UN. resolution on the question of Palestine 
— he said that it was unfitting that such talk 
is repeated. The Camp David agreement is 
dear to both sides and binding on both, be 



Curfew in Kampala 

KAMPALA, Sept. 1 (R) — The Ugandan 
government clamped a curfew on the capital, 
Kampala, Saturday night and stepped up 
police and army patrols to counter a wave of 
murders and robberies. 

Defense Minister Yoweri Museveni, who is 
acting head of state while President Godfrey 
Binaisa attends the non-aligned movement 
summit conference in Cuba, blamed the 
crime wave on “lawless elements” but said 
some murders had been committed for politi- 
cal motives. 

The curfew will be in force from 2000 to 
0600 local time and will last until the gov- 
ernment is sure that public safety has been 
restored, Radio Uganda said. 

Special protection was ordered for foreign 
diplomats. Armed guards were posted out- 
side their homes and a special telephone 
number set up for them to report attacks.

Khalil accused the Palestine Liberation 
Organization of providing the Israelis with, 
excuses to attack South Lebanon. He called 
upon it to review its policies on military 
action inside Israeli borders, since these do 
nothing but cause further Israeli attacks. 

Khalil added that a united. Arab stand is 
not a necessary prerequisite for peace in the 
area. He said the question of a peaceful solu- 
tion to the problem there is the concern of the 
confrontation Arab states. The peace negoti- 
ated between Egypt and Israel is not the gen- 
eral solution the problem requires, he said. It 
is for this reason that Egypt insists that the 
other concerned Arab states shoulder then- 
responsibilities and negotiate with Israel. 

Soviet troops 
in Cuba claim 
seen as ploy 

HAVANA, Sept. 1 (AP) — State Depart- 
ment allegations that the Soviet Union has 
sent 2,000 to 3,000 combat troops to Cuba 
are being viewed here as a U.S. attempt to 
embarrass Cuba on the eve of a summit of 
nonaligoed nations. 

Cuba had no official comment to the 
department’s assertion Friday bnt several 
Cuban analysts said. previous U.S. allegations 
about Soviet military activities often have 
had no substance. 

Word of the U.S. statement spread quickly 
among the delegates attending preparatory 
meetings for next week’s nonahgned summit, 
one of the most important events in the 20- 
year history of tbe^uban revolution. 

Several" delegates seemed more interested 
in the timing of the U.S. statement than the 
substance. Cuban sources reacted ihe same 
way. 

The statement was seen by some as a U.S. 
attempt to project Cuba as a country which 
has forfeited its claim to be a nonaligned 
nation because of its close ties with the Soviet 
Union. 


TEHRAN, Iran, Sept. 1 (AP) — Kurdish 
rebel leaders alerted their forces Saturday 
and the government announced its troops 
were preparing to move into the Kurdish 
stronghold of M aha bad as the threat of at 
heado n confrontatio n intensified in Iran. 

Ayatollah Sadughi, a member of the 
Assembly of Experts that is remoulding a 
new constitution for Iran, was reported as 
quoting Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini that 
he was prepared to go to Kurdistan “if the 
enemies there are not crashed immediately," 
Tehran daily Kayhan said. 

Khomeini, 79, has called for the leaders of 
the outlawed Kurdish Democratic Party 
(KDP) to be arrested. 

The KDP is the unifying force among Kur- 
distan's 4 million Kurds waging a struggle for 
a degree of home rule from the central gov- 
ernment in Tehran. 

A KDP official reached by telephone in 
Mahabad, said the government forces would 
be welcome “if they came as friends. But at 
present we are faced with an army which 
regards us as enemies so we have no other 
choice but to try and defend our existence 
with our fingernails and teeth." 

The Kurdish central command in Mahabad 
said Iranian Air Force Phantoms also strafed 
villages around the Kurdish town of Sardasht, 
75 miles south of Mahabad on Saturday. 

Tension increased during the past 72 hours 
in Mahabad, encircled on three sides by gov- 
ernment troops supported by armored units 
Khomeini conferred with armed forces chief 
of Staff GenraJ Mohammad Shaker in the 
Holy City of Qom, 160 miles south of the 
capital. Khomeini who has declared himself 
supreme commander of the armed forces has 
called on the government to be more 
revolutionary and for the armed forces to 
stop procrastinating and coordinate their 
actions to crush the Islamic republic's 
enemies in Kurdistan. 

Gulf oil ministers 
to meet in Kuwait 

KUWAIT, Sept. 1 ( R) — Gulf oil ministers 
will meet in Kuwait later this month to pre- 
pare a working paper on a dialogue with the 
European Economic Community (EEC), a 
foreign ministry spokesman said Saturday. 

The dialogue will seek to strengthen coop- 
eration between the Gulf and the Nine.

ALEXANDRIA, SepL 1 (AP) — Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat announced Saturday he 
had received a request for military aid from 
King Hassan of Morocco in his straggle with 
guerrillas, and that be has acceded to the 
request. 

Sadat's startling announcement was made 
during his press conference with West Ger- 
man Foreign Minister Hans Dietrich 
Genscher. 

“On our position, in spite of what King 
Hassan has done (against Egypt)... is that we 
support Morocco and King Hassan 100 per 
cent" the president said. 

King Hassan, is one of the 17 Arab leaders 
who broke diplomatic relations with Egypt 
last March after he signed the peace treaty 
with Israel. But Hassan is now alone in wag- 
ing a war against Polisario guerrillas- in the 
Western Sahara who are supported and sup- 
plied by Algeria and Libya. 

Asked whether he had actually received a 
request for help from Hassan, Sadat said 
“that is a very good question and the answer 
is yes." He also replied “yes” when he was 
asked whether he would give Hassan aide. 

“Does this include military help," he was 
asked, the answer to that is also, “yes — three 
yeses," Sadat said. 

Sadat declined to give details but he repe- 
ated his support for King Hassan and told 
newsmen “You watch Morocco. That is the 
important thing now." 

Although King Hassan has broken with 
Sadat, the dispute between them is consi- 
dered relatively mild. Until Sadat signed 
peace with Israel, Hassan was one of his clos- 
est supporters in inter- Arab affairs. 

Sadat’s dispute with Algeria and particu- 
larly with Libya is much more bitter. 

His willingness to help Hassan — who is 
also hoping to receive increased military aide 
from the United States — was in line with 
Sadat’s policy of exploiting any differences 
among his Arab opponents. 

Sadat, turning to the Middle East talks, 
said be believed that by the end of this year 


“we shall put the final touches to a com- 
prehensive settlement." 

His optimistic forecast came os the talks, 
now at the end of the third month have 
achieved virtually no progress on the issue of 
self rule for Palestinians living in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

The talks are expected to get new impetus 
following Sadat's scheduled visit to Israel 
next week where be will have talks with 
Israeli Prime Minister Menahem Begin. “I 
will insist this time with Begin on a solution 
for the Jerusalem problem besides Palesti- 
nian sc If- rule," Sadat said. 



Because of his many previous meetings 
with Begin, Sadat said, “I can say that I am 
optimistic in forecasting that by the end of the 
year we shall be reaching an agreement not 
only on autonomy but also on Jerusalem. 

“After what has taken place between me 
and Menahem as friends, loan say, that I shall 
insist that by the end of the year" we shall put 
the final touches to a comprehensive settle- 
ment.

Cuba denies Moscow pressure 


HAVANA, Sept. 1 (R) — Cuba Saturday 
rejected charges that it was seeking to subor- 
dinate the nonaligned movement to any out- 
side force and accused the United States and 
its allies of trying to create a false impression 
of a confrontation in the 96-member organ- 
ization. 

The statement by Deputy Foreign Minister 
Jose Viera in an interview with the Cuban 
news agency Prensa Latina followed a drive 
by moderate delegates against what they saw 
as a Cuban bid to shift the movement into an 
orbit closer to Moscow. 

Cuban President Fidel Castro is due to 
preside at the sixth nonaligned summit in 
Havana next week. 

Cuba's chairmanship has been under fire at 


preparatory meetings over handling of the 
delicate issue of who should represent war- 
tom Cambodia. Moderate delegates have 
also expressed dismay at a tough Cuban draft 
declaration for the summit which bitterly 
attacks the West. 

After four hours of private talks Friday 
between Castro and the other key figure at 
the summit, 87-year-old president Tito of 
Yugoslavia, Yugoslav reaction remained 
cautions. 

The meeting was described as positive, but 
it was apparent that the Yugoslavs wanted 
further assurances from the Cubans and 
would not be satisfied by what one delegate 
called “sugar on the pill." 


Nordic nations air concern 

Greece asks end to Israeli raids 

ATHENS, Sept. 1 ( R) — Greece has called 
on Israel to end its military incursions into 
Southern Lebanon, an authoritative source 
said in Athens Saturday. 

The source said the request was made early 
this week to the diplomatic representative of 
Israel, Issim Yaish, who was summoned to 
the Greek foreign ministry. 

“The Greek government expressed its 
view that such incursions are contrary to the 
peaceful solution,” the source said. 

Greece maintains good relations good rela- 
tions with all Arab countries. 

Greece has not extended de jure recogni- 
tion to Israel and relations between the two 
countries are limited to the level of diploma- 
tic representatives. 


Earlier in Reykjavik, Iceland, the foreign 
ministers of five Nordic countries said Friday 
the situation in Lebanon had worsened to 
such a degree as to make the United Nations 
peace-keeping operation there almost 
impossible. 

The foreign ministers of Norway, Sweden, 
Denmark, Finland and Iceland were conclud- 
ing a two-day meeting here in preparation for 
the U.N. General Assembly session opening 
in New York next month. 

They said in a communique that all states in 
the area had a right to live in peace but 
emphasized that a peace settlement should 
take account of the legitimate national rights 
of the Palestinians. 



Three kMed north of Beirut 

BEIRUT, Sept. 1 (Agencies) — Gunmen Saturday ambushed a 
car, killed its three occupants and made off with a power plant payroll 
near Jounkh, north of Beirut security sources said. 

The missing sum of money was not disclosed. 

One of the dead was a security official, the sources said. 

Also an explosion has rocked the coastal town of Tripoli, killing 
three persons and injuring 20 others. A preliminary investigation 
Saturday indicated it was linked to a year-old family feud. 

The charge, 10 kilograms of TNT, planted under a table in the 
“Negresco" coffee-house , went off Friday in the square of the north- 
ern port-city of Tripoli, the second largest in Lebanon. 

Several people passing by the coffee-house at the time were 
seriously injured and taken to Tripoli hospitals. 

The Negresco is known to be frequented by travelers from the 
northern towns and villages of Zgborta, Bcfaarri, Akkarand Cfcekka.

It is worth mentioning that 40 
years ago one could pay only one 
silver riyal in bride price, while a 
modest dinner could cost SR 30. 

Asked about the extravagance 
of the bride price, Abdullah's 
father-in-law objected that the 
cost of living was exorbitant, that 
he himself had a large family, and 
that the money would hardly pay 
for the bridge's troussean. 

Abdullah, a junior official 
whose salary does not exceed 
SR2,100 a month and who has no 
extra income has already bor- 
rowed SR54,000 privately and 
SRlO.OOO from the Saudi Credit 
Bank to safeguard his prestige 
before his guests. 

Another man, Abdullah Al- 
Zahrani, paid over SR50.000 for 
his wife when he married 12 years 
ago. After three children, of 
whom the eldest is now ten, he has 
still not paid back all his debts. 

The singer entertaining the 
guests has his or her own views. 
The SRlO.OOO he or she takes is 
absolutely justified, when one 
reckons the wages of the ten band 
members. 

The baker of the cake justifies 


his SR5.000 by invoking the rising 
cost of labor, the rent of his shop, 
the high standard of service and 
other expenses.

100 fishermen 
drown in storm 

DACCA, Sept 1 (R) — Over a 
hundred Bangladeshi fishermen 
have drowned on their way back 
from looting a stranded ship, unof- 
ficial reports said. 

The reports said the fishermen, 
from the coastal district of 
PamakhaH, went OUt to Strip the 
P anamanian cargo ship United 
Fortress, which ran aground m a 
storm in the Bay of Bengal on 
Aug. 7. 

'But while they rowed the 32 km 
back to shore with their booty, 
another storm blew up and many 
of the looters died. 

The reports were published Fri- 
day in the Dacca newspaper 
Itufaq which said the incident 
happened about two weeks ago. 
The deputy commissioner of 
Pa malrhali confirmed the story 
but could not say how many died. 

Police said some looted goods 
had been recovered from villa- 
gers. 

In London,- Lloyd's shipping 
intelligence said toe 5 000- ton 
United Fortress, sailing between 
the Bangladesh ports of Chit- 
tagong and Cbalna,was only car- 
rying ballast.

Tehran daily 
resumes after 
5-monto halt 

TEHRAN, Sept. I (AP) — 
kayhan International, an English- 
language daily newspaper which 
shut down more than five months, 
ago for what it said were economic 
reasons, resumed publications 
Saturday. 

We Are Back Again,” a head- 
line on the front page of the news- 
paper declared. 

Althou g h scores of Iranian pub- 
lications have been closed by stiff 
press laws since the revolution last 
February, Kayhan International 
said it stopped publication last 
March 27 for other reasons. 

“It was not politics that drove us 
out of circulation and it is not poli- 
tics that brings us back to busi- 
ness,” the newspaper said. “A 
string of economic problems — 
bigjh costs, scarcity of raw materi- 
als, an inflated staff, loss of adver- 
tising revenue and the departure 
of our expatriate readers — crip- 
pled the paper.” 

In another deveiojpment, 
editors and publishers of journals 
which have been closed were to 
report to Tehran's Evin prison for 
investigation. They were told to 
bring two editions of their publica- 
tions, one printed before the 
revolution and one printed this 
summer. 

The lead story in Saturday’s edi- 
tion of Kayhan International was 
headlined “Communist Plot” and 
reported statements by Iran's 
revolutionary leader. Ayatollah 
Rnhollah Khomeini, in which he 
declared that Kurdish rebels were ' 
trying to establish a Communist 
state in western Iran. ‘

Kayhan International quoted 
Nazih as saying there was no basis 
to American press reports that 
Iran might sell toe U.S. imports of 
kerosene and diesel fuel at a pro- 
fit. 

-Earlier this week the Washing- 
ton Star reported that a transcript 
of a recent Iranian radio broadcast 
said Iran might not need the U.S.

“ We are purchasing the pro- 
ducts as a precautionary measure 
to stockpile for our internal con- 
sumption, " the F.ngiish-fon g va y- 
newspaper quoted Nazih as say- 
ing. 

He said he considered the 
American import an unimportant 
deal which Ban “ might as well 
abandon ” if the agreement was 
misrepresented in the press, 
according to Kayhan International. 
In this case, he was. quoted as say- 
ing, Iran might then review its 
agreement to sell unrefined oil to 
the United States. 

According to the National Ira- 
nian Oil Co., Iran exports an aver- 
age of 900,000 barrels of crude oil 
a day to the United States under 
contracts with 18 American o3 
companies. The correct contracts 
expire on Dec. 31 and are subject 
to renegotiation in October and 
November. 

The National I ranian Oil Co. 
said late last month that its oil 
production in a recent week was 
about 3.7 mini on barrels a day. 
Total exports of light and crude oil 
in the same week totaled about 2.9 
million barrels a day, the company 
sad.

50 Turks die in flash floods 


ANKARA, Sept. 1 (R) — The 
death toll from .flash floods in 
central- northern Turkey rose to 
50 Friday as rescue teams reco- 
vered more bodies, officials said. 

Thirteen persons were still mis- 
sing, they said. 

The flash floods caused by 
heavy rain and hail last week, hit 
the towns of neighboring Amasya, 
Comm, Tokat and the port city of 
Saosun. 

Sixteen of the dead were coal 
miners drowned when a pit was 
flooded. 

In Tokat, 16 people were trap- 
ped in two collapsed houses. Offi- 
cials said eight bodies had been 
found, and the rest were misting. 

The Governor of Corum, 
Gunay Kizflsnmer said 12 bouses 
collapsed in the town center and 
more than 100 had been heavily 
damaged. People left homeless by 
the floods were being sheltered in 
school buildings, be said. 

Officials said food supplies were 
being rushed to toe striken towns, 
health and rescue teams had also 
gone to toe area. 


Although no casualties were 
reported from rural areas, much 
cultivated land had been engulfed 
causing severe crop damage. Offi- 
cials could give no estimate of toe 
material loss. Some 2,000 head of 
cattle and other farm animals are 
estimated to have been lost in the 
floods, they said.

Botha pays visit 
to Soweto town 


SOWETO. South Africa. Sept. 
1 ( R> — South African Prime 
Minister Pieter Botha. closely pro- 
tected by police sharpshooters, 
ventured into the black township 
of Soweto Friday and told its 
million-plus inhabitants that he 
opened his heart to them. 

“This is not just a courtesy call” 
he told some 3,000 blacks outside 
the civic council chambers of the 
township near Johannesburg. 
“This is one of the highlights of my 
career’' 

l! was the first time any South 
African premier had visited here. 
Soweto was the scene of student 
protests and bloody police sup- 
pression in June 1976 which 
caused a major black protest 
throughout South Africa. 

But there were no incidents or 
protests Friday. 

Boiha announced that his gov- 
ernment would write off S 10.7 
million of Soweto's debts. 

The township has been seething 
in recent days over plans, tem- 
porarily shelved. to raise rents and 
rates for its box-like houses by as 
much as 200 per cent to finance a 
major facelift. 

Landrovcrs mounted with tear- 
gas dispensers, known ns sneeze 
machines, and anti-riot vehicles 
were stationed nearby as Botha 
and four cabinet ministers flew in 
by helicopter. 

Police marksmen were posted 
on roofs and in doorways along 


the dingy streets of their route. 

But the only sign of dissent 
came from pamphlets scattered in 
the streets which asked: “ How can 
we welcome P.W. (Botha) when 
your policies destroy us?”

The premier went on, “1 am 
convinced that Soweto deserves 
the status and tit/e of a city. 

“It has a just claim to a fair 
share of the resources of the state 
to become thriving and viable."

N.Y. record set 
for bank hold-ups;

NEW YORK, Sept. 1 (AP) — 
Police cars began spending part of 
their patrols outside hundreds of 
New York City’s banks Friday in 
an effort to stem a record number 
of bold-ups. But three more bank 
branches were robbed to bring the 
total for the month to 140. 

Police commissioner Robert 
McGuire issued the order for 
police cars to “pay special atten- 
tion” to banks following robberies 
at 21 banks Thursday. 

Calling the holdup men “ bra- 
zen,” McGuire said, ‘‘they’ve got 
to be caught.” 

As if in answer, three more 
banks were robbed. No police cars 
were at the branches, authorities 
said, but a woman thought to be 
involved in one of the holdups was 
arrested when she returned to the 
bank. 

The previous monthly record of 
125 bank robberies, set in July, 
was broken Wednesday when 
three banks were robbed. 

McGuire’s order requiring “all 
available patrol cars” to stand 
guard outside the. banks was 
sharply criticized by the president 
of the Police Officers Union, who 
contended it would endanger 
lives. ,

BRASILIA. Sept. 1 (R.) — 
Brazil's supreme military court 
held a second day of special meet- 
ings Friday to decide the legal 
status of political offenders in the 
light of the country s new amnesty 
law. 

Hie court Thursday examined 
40 cases and granted amnesties to 
326 people. 

They included Luis Carlos Pre- 
stes, 81 -year-old secretary gen- 
eral of the outlawed Brazilian 
Communist Party, who has been 
living in exile in Moscow for sev- 
eral years. 

Brazilian President Joao 
Figueiredo Tu esday sanctioned 


legislation granting amnesty to an 
estimated 5,000 people. 

The 5,000, mostly now living 
abroad, were purged by the milit- 
ary government after a 1964 coup 
which ousted left-leaning Presi- 
dent Joao Goulart. 

The amnesty law did not include 
people convicted of terrorism, but 
the court, in a precedent- setting 
judgment granted amnesties to 
two men and two women who 
hijacked an airliner in 1972 and 
forced the pilot to fly it to Cuba.

Exiled Dalai Lama envoys 
visit Peking for first time 


LHASA, Sept. 1 (R) — The 
first emissaries of Tibet’s Dalai 
Lama known to have visited China 
are touring the western province if 
Qinghai and will come to Tibet 
later this month, a senior Tibetan 
official said Saturday. 

The Kaiai Lama, spiritual head 
of Tibetans, fled after an abortive 
rebellion against Chinese rule in 
1959 and is now based India. 

Chinese officials have said the 
44-year-old Dalai Lama was wel- 
come to return but be has stated 
that he was adopting a wait-and- 
see attitude. 

Earlier Friday it was announced 
in Peking that the long-serving 
Chinese boss of Tibet had been 
replaced by a Tibetan in an appar- 
ent shakeup of the region's 


administration. 

The official Xinhua news 
agency said that Tian Bao, 62, had 
been elected Chairman of the 
Tibet People's Government ear- 
lier this month. It did not say what 
happened to Ren Rong, who had 
been in the region since 1964 and 
had been overall governor since 
1971. 

Tibet seems to be one of the first 
regions to replace its ruling 
revolutionary committee with a 
people's government, a move 
recommended by a recent meeting 
of the National People's Congress. 

Tian Bao, the newly elected 
chairman, said that the Dalai 
Lama’s emissaries were to visit 
Tibet “just to have a look".

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THE IRISH EXAMPLE 

The recent dramatic escalation of violence in Ireland, both south 
and north of the border, has focused world attention once more on 
this seemingly un solvable problem. 

On the one hand, the IRA has shown that, given the will, a small 
well-organized group can initiate and maintain a campaign of tenor 
indefinitely. On the other, the British have learned the impossibility 
of defeating it, when the side on the receiving end confines itself to 
strictly legal and traditional methods. 

It is not that Britain is about to abandon its methods; It was 
noticeable that the horrified reaction to the assassination of Lord 
Louis Mountbatten, the Queen's cousin, was accompanied by 
immediate calls for restraint. Nor is it expected that any extraordi- 
nary measures will be taken. There is to be no more than tightening 
up of the security measures already employed. This is at least the 
initial reaction to the outrage. 

Violence in Ireland, this time around, has a history now of ten 
years. Britain is nowhere near winning its war there, perhaps chiefly 
because there is really no opposing side which might lose it. British 
intelligence reports put the total number of those engaged in terror in 
Northern Ireland at no more than 500 men and women, with the 
really hard-core consisting of about 50 activists. 

In addition to these small numbers, making the “enemy 7 * a target 
too small to hit, there is another constraint on any solution — one of a 
legal and political nature. It is that Britain considers these activists 
ordinary criminals, and so wfll not deal with them even indirectly. Kit 
did so, it would have to concede its Irish Republican Army prisoners 
the status of prisoners of war, as laid down by the Geneva Conven- 
tion. Many of these are already sentenced by British courts for what 
were taken to be ordinary crimes of violence. 

Before the two recent acts, the killing of the Queen’s cousin and 
i tin- ambush in the North where 18 soldiers lost their lives. Prime 
• Minister Margaret Thatcher rejected a call from the governor of New 
York for a conference on the Irish problem. While the American 
administration itself cannot but resist involvement in the British- 
Irish issue, realizing perhaps that this is a problem more intractable 
than the Middle East, it might nevertheless find itself sucked in, and 
this for two reasons. . 

The first is the United Kingdom is still its primary ally. The second 
is that the vast Irish community has been one of the major sources of 
moral and material support for the terror groups in Northern Ireland. 

Yet the question of American involvement notwithstanding, the 
British government appears al present to set in its legal methods in 
dealing with the terror. It affords in this a civilized example which 
only shows up such methods as employed by the Israelis in dealing 
with politically motivated violence. 

That Israel is a violent aggressor, while one could argue that the 
British are merely paying the price for the long confusions of Irish 
politics, serves only to heighten the example. 

MIGHT AND RIGHT 

The current heated debate on wnether to isolate Egypt from the 
rest of the nonaligned nations seems somewhat unreal. Everyone 
knows that such a move can have no real substance, since tbe move- 
ment of nonaligned nations itself is now an amorphous mass without 
any real purpose. The move on Egypt has only accentuated tbe trend 
which wants to rum the movement into an extension of the policies of 
one of the two world giants. Gone are tbe days when the movement 
realh sought to stand for an independent line for die countries of the 
Third World, away from the ideological and political contentions of 
the two major powers. 

The governments of the Third World — the Arab governments 
among them — must have realized by now how quickly such organ- 
izations turn into platforms for empty rhetoric and verbal solutions 
which disappear the moment their meetings end. The United Nations 
itself is nothing but a variation on this same theme, ft has always 
stood helpless in the face of constant Israeli blackmail and big-power 
gamesmanship. 

The row over an amendment for U.N. Resolution 242 or the 
introduction of a new Security Council resolution, even the more 
recent call to bypass the Security Council altogether in favor of a 
General Assembly resolution which America cannot veto, is a row 
over nothing, unless it is accompanied by a united Arab stand which 
can force the world to put such resolutions into effect For what effect 
had all U.N. resolutions over the last thirty years on the problems, 
nay the recurring tragedies, caused by Israeli intransigence? What of 
the famous Resolution 242, passed as long ago as November 1967? 
What has prevented its implementation up to now? Indeed, what 
U.N. resolution on Palestine has not been trampled under foot by the 
Israelis? 

This is not to say that Arabs are to abandon such platforms. Only 
that they realize that such “victories" as are achievable there are not 
worth the effort, unless they come as a fitting consummation of 
united, strong Arab pressure, which has already ensured that the 
world will have no choice but implement that which has been resol- 
ved. And this in turn requires that Arabs build up their own strength 
first and forget their constant squabbling over non-essentials. Right 
huj* always needed might if it is not to remain at the mercy of an 
arrogant enemy and an indifferent world. 



More from 
the killer of 
R. Kennedy

SO LED AD, Caiif. — He wants children. He 
thinks he would like them to go to church. 

“I see many of these children, in this room. ..when 
the families of these children come in, with all the 
little toddlers," Sirhan Bishara Strhan says. He 
looks around quickly, at the hospital-green walls of 
Soledad prison, the bathroom with its door left ajar, 
the small barred window and the August sun out- 
side. “ And I often wonder when T m going to have 
my issue.” 

Issue: Robert Kennedy’s assassin, taut and com- 
pact in his California prison dungarees, sits in the 
maximum security conference room and speaks of 
family with an odd, faintly biblical formality. 

“Just a few days ago, I was rereading tbe Magna 
Carta, and tbe history that ted up to it," he says, as 
though the thought has just struck him. “Those 
members of tbe parole board seem to me to be a 
true reincarnation of King John himself." 

His pronunciation is careful, still softened by the 
spare traces of an Arabic accent He sprints through 
references to the Constitution: “My due pro- 
cess.. .my equal protection rights.. .the Sixth and 
Fourteenth Amendments.” Does he know the 
Preamble? 

Sirhan Sirhan squints, considering, and smiles. 
“ We, the people..." he stops, sits back in his chair. 
Tm too nervous,” be says. 

The room goes quiet. 

Sirhan shakes his head. 

“Hold these truths to be...self... it’ll come to 
me...self-evident, and all that" He looks distressed. 
“Wasn't it Jefferson's authorship?" 

He wanted, once, to be a jockey. It was 1 963, five 
years before he walked into the Ambassador Hotel 
and fired a loaded gun at Robert Kennedy’s head. 
Strhan was a teen-ager, a bookish Palestinian 
immigrant in Pasadena, Calif. “He wants to do 
something, to live, to be happy," says his mother, 
remembering. “And when he tried and was 
accepted, he used to take care of tbe horses. And he 
wanted to learn a lot about them." 

Sirhan graduated from high school at 19. He was 
older, smaller, and darker-sitinned than many of his 
classmates, who would dredge up memories after- 
ward for tbe reporters who came scrambling; “So 
weak and scrawny, but always so neat... won a prize 
as one of the best in the candy sale.. .a very hard 
worker after school. ..calm and well- 
mannered... withdrawn, alone." 

He had worked hard at his English, which was so 
unfamiliar to him when he arrived in Pasadena that 
Other schoolchildren, according to the Sirhan biog- 
raphy by Godfrey Jansen, used to toss obscenities at 
him so he would repeat them later without knowing 
what they meant. 

His father had left tbe family, returning to Taibeh 
after what Mary Sirhan says was a dismal seven 
months in southern California; she remembers her 
husband trying to beat Sirhan with a garden hose 
because the boy had stepped in some wet 
cement.** He wasn’t respected, as he used to be in 
the old country," she says. “That was very hard on 
him. He used to be nervous, very nervous.” Hesit- 
ant with his English, and unfamiliar with tbe 
American versions of the machines be had once 
used, Strhan’s father had not been able to hold a 
job, Mary Sirhan says. When he left, he took what 
money the family had. 

Sirhan spent a year and a half at Pasadena City 
College but dropped out, his mother says, in part 
because be was distressed by his sister’s death from 
leukemia. He took a series of jobs working in ser- 
vice stations and as a gardening assistant, and then 
got hired on at the Santa Anita racetrack. He 
cleaned stables. He exercised horses, and walked 
them to cool them ofL He wanted to ride the way a 
jockey rides, but the scrawny, neat boy from John 
Muir High was 5 feet 4 and 120 to 125 pounds, and 
that, for a jockey, was just too big. 

On September 25, 1966, in a southern California 
fog at the racetrack near the town of Corona, Sirhan 
was thrown from a filly he was exercising and was 
knocked unconscious. He was taken to a nearby 
hospital with a bloody face, and although he was 
released without report of serious injury, he quit 
riding a few months later and spenUnuch of the next 
year complaining of blurred vision and pain in bis 
eyes. He filed a workmen’s compensation claim — 
settled finally for $ 2,000 — and for much of the 
following year, his mother says, Sirhan was edgy, 
unemployed, and discouraged about job prospects. 

“He wants to be alone, to read,” Mary Sirhan 
says. “No lawyer wants to take his case, and that 
makes him more nervous. He says, ‘Why? Is it 
because I don’t have cash or whatT If be stops 
reading, you know, be looks at himself like this ... 
like he has to stay, and get well, and nobody could 
help with his medical insurance...” 

He took a job at tbe Pasadena organic food store. 
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It was a small place, stocked with raw milk, fertile 
eggs and vitamin jars, and the owner, a vegetarian 
Seventh-day Adventist named John Weidner, used 
to talk to Sirhan about religion and tbe state of tbe 
world. Weidner had run a Dutch underground resis- 
tance organization during World War II, set up to 
rescue refugees from the Nazis, and he and Si rhan 
often sparred philosophically over American soci- 
ety and the future of the Middle East. 

“He hated the Jews,” Weidner says. “He would 
say that they bad taken his borne, his belongings, 
away, and that now they wanted to govern him (in 
Jerusalem) and he had no freedom there... He 
thought that in America there was no chance for tbe 
little guy. Basically 1 think it was because he 
believed he was a great man, and he was an under- 
dog.” 

Sirhan claimed to have seen an Israeli soldier 
cutting an Arab woman's breast, Weidner says. 
Weidner took him to a movie about Arab- Jewish 
relations in Israel, one that ended on a relatively 
tranquil note, and Sirhan announced afterward that 
tbe film was“baloney.” He resented taking orders. 
He was a steady and reliable worker. Weidner says, 
but his pride was wounded so easily that in March 
1968, when Weidner asked Sirhan why he had 
reversed some deliveiy directions, Sirhan flared up, 
said Weidner was calling him a liar, and ended up by 
quitting his job. 

“He had no friends,” Weidner says. “He was a 
lonely guy, always alone. Always alone .... If I may 
say what my opinion is, this guy bad a terrific pride, 
like many people did. They think many things about 
themselves. And he was not recognized. People do 
all kinds of crazy things to be recognized. So I think 
that it was boiling in, boiling in , boiling in, 1 have to 
do something. And then 1 think be started to think 
about killing. I think he had planned to kill some- 
one, or something, to have a big name." 

Sirhan Sirhan was 24 years old and unemployed 
again. He had begun to study the occult sciences, 
and Rosicrucian mysticism. “He would tell me 
there are bodies in the universe that we see out of 
the comers of our eyes, but never bring into focus, 
and he was trying to focus on them,” testified a 
family friend at his trial. He had read about “cydo- 
mancy,” which he described in his own testimony as 
“nothing but white magic... you can take a pan of 
hot boiling water and put your hands in it and think 
cool and it was cool ... and I did it the other way 
around, I took ice water and put my hand in it and 
thought hot and it was hot." 

In 1968 Robert F. Kennedy announced he was 
campaigning for tbe Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation. 

He appeared in May in a televirion documentary, 
which was aired in the Los Angeles area and 
included a reference to the sanator’s visit to Israel in 
1 948, when as a young Harvard graduate he wrote a 
series of dispatches on the Arab- Israel! war for the 
Boston Post. Sirhan Sirhan was home at the time, 
watching the program. 

“ He was laying in the living room, in front of the 
television," Mary Sirhan says. “He even beat the 
television with his foot. I said, ’Why did you do 
that? 1 He said, ‘People don’t know what they’re 
doing.' " 

“They showed on the television where Robert 
Kennedy was in Israel helping to, so I thought, 
helping to celebrate the Israelis, sir, there, and tbe 
establishment of the state of Israel,” Sirhan tes- 
tified. “And the way that be spoke, well, it just 
bugged me, sir. It burned me up. And up until that 
time I had loved Robert Kennedy, I cared for him 
very much, and I hoped that hie would win tbe 
presidency until that moment sir ... but he was doing 


a lot of things behind my back that I didn’t know 
about ... At that time the way I felt about it, if he 
were in front of me, so help roe God, he would have 
died.” 

“ Kennedy must be assassinated,” Sirhan wrote in 
his notebook, “before June 5.” 

Kennedy declared publicly, on severeal occa- 
sions, that the United States owed military aid to 
Israel. 

"Sirhan Sirhan must begin to work on upholding 
solving the problems and difficulties of assassinat- 
ing the 36th President of the United States,” Sirhan 
wrote in his notebook. 

He was going to target practice with a secon- 
dhand Iver Johnson pistol borrowed from one of his 
brothers, and reportedly appeared six times at gun 
ranges before June 4. 

A columnist in the Pasadena Independent Star- 
News chastised Kennedy for simultaneously 
advocating American military aid to Israel and 
military withdrawal from Vietnam. News reports 
after the assassination said that column — along 
with a car key, four hundred-doliar bills, a five- 
do liar bill, four singles, and change — was found in 
the pocket of the “swarthy- skinned assailant,’' as 
UPr s photo caption called him, who fired at Ken- 
nedy’s head in the Ambassador Hotel. 

“As far as the loss of a human being, loved by his 
family and all that, loved by his children — on that 
basis, my action was totally undefeorible,” Sirhan 
says. “I acknowledge that. And Tm willing to pay 
the price. But as far as a politician, a self-seeker, 
getting votes and preferring one ethnic group 
against another in this great democracy, for per- 
sonal interest, 1 have no — what’s tbe word? I don't 
feel that be was ever fair in that respect.” 

Sirhan prefers to avoid talk of the past: “The slate 
has been sort of wiped clean,” he says. “A new 
tabula rasa.” 

His parole date, which was just moved up by four - 
months, has now been set at November 1984. The 
nation of Libya has offered him asylum, Sirhan says, 
but he does not want to spend five more years 
reading Arabic magazines in PHU 1. 

He wants ouL 

“As far as murders go — I know how heinous and 
callous it might sound on my part to speak of it like 
that — as far as murders go, Robert Kennedy's 
death was not, ma’am, first degree murder,” he 
says. “And it does not warrant, as far as my opinion 
goes, the imposition of first degree murder as the 
California law allows ... in my case, the dement of 
malice aforethought, which is a requisite for legal 
authorities to obtain, was missing.” 

What is an example of a true first degree mur- 
der? 

“They had one guy in here one time who after he 
shot his victim decapitated him and fornicated with 
his head,” Sirhan says heatedly. “That is first 
degree murder. They have guys who kidnap chil- 
dren, and do the same thing with them. They had 
this doctor, he killed his wife over a lenthy period of 
time, and tortured her. Execution-style murders are 
first degree murders, or at least deserving the max- 
imum punishment. I can’t be held totally respons- 
ible for tbe act of firing bullets from that gun. After 
the first shot, I was not in control of that gun ’’ 

He pays attention to the oews, and he followed 
tbe conviction of former San Francisco supervisor 
Dan White, who shot to death Mayor George Mos- 
cone and supervisor Harvey Milk in what White's 
attorney described as a fit of rage. White was con- 
victed of voluntary manslaughter. His prison sen- 
tence was seven years, eight months. 

“Who was Robert Kennedy?” Sirhan demands. 


“Was he a greater creation of God? Was be more 
loved by God than, say, Moscone or Milk? 

“Take Robert Kennedy, ma'am. Had he murdered 
a common citizen on the street, bow would society 
have treated him? Would they have wanted him 
locked up for the rest of his life because he was a bad 
man? Chappaquiddick illustrates that. Dan White’s 
trial illustrates that What makes those lives any less 
valuable than Robert Kenned/ 8?” 

Suppose one offers — as argument, not as legal 
theoty — the suggestion that it does not matter how 
Sirhan committed the murder, or how he felt at the 
time. He assassinated a presidential candidate. He 
sabotaged the American political process. Is that 
perhaps so enormous a crime that he deserves to 
spend the rest of his life in prison? 

“I offered the American people my life in tbe gas 
chamber,” Sirhan says. (He is reported to have told 
tbe judge at his trial that he would rather plead 
guilty and face execution than allow people to 
believe he was receiving a fair trial.) “I never bar- 
gained wife them to waste it and rot away in these 
prison dungeons,, and do nothing bqt sit and collect 
resentment, which is what I've been doing these lari 
few years. The whole thing is contrary to the theory 
of rehabilitation.” 

Sirhan smiles, expansive, touches his chest. “Do I 
seem degenerated or un rehabilitated to you?” 

Where would he go? 

“That call — that call back home still plays m my 
mind,” he says. He means Palestine, but he says be 
would go anywhere in the Arab world. “They 1 re all 
Arabs. They’re all people of my heritage and I 
relate to them all,” he says. 

“I was reading Time magazine a few months ago, 
where Rosalynn Carter was talking on the theme — 
everybody needs roots, where you can call home. 
And that hit me. That made me like those people. 
Where the hell is ray homeland? Where are my 
■/roots?* : ». • ,'i ; ' ’• : 

He has MTd’Be would fear for his safety even in 
the main prison area, and certainly on the public 
streets. Would be want to stay in America if he did 
not think it dangerous? 

“I’ve been in this country over 22 years, and well 
over half of them I’ve spent in prison," Sirhan says. 
“After I’ve seen how the system works — you prob- 
ably did read the book called ‘The Ugly American,’ 
with ail tbe machinations employed in that, I would 
still say that ugliness exists, ma’am, l want no part of 
it, to be honest about it ... that Statue at liberty 
means nothing to me, I hate to say that. But to be 
frank and honest about it, it means nothing to me. 
In fact, it means the opposite of what it says, 
because I have been victimized by this country, 
deprived of my homeland, dispossessed.” 

June 6, 1978, the widow and brother and children 
of Robert Francis Kennedy drove to Arlington 
National Cemetery far a memorial service to mark 
the 1 0th anniversary of his murder. The service was 
held in the early evening, on the portico of the 
Custis-Lee Mansion in plain sight of die eternal 
flame over President John F. Kennedy’s grave. A 
thousand people stood on the open grass nearby, 
listening, Michael Kennedy, who was 10 the night his 
father died, read from a speech Robert Kennedy had 
made in Cape Town, South Africa. 

" .... Let us then give our strength and our sweat, 
our lives and our labor, and together we will make a 
hemisphere full of such freedom’s sons as will make 
the earth sing and tremble in their passing,’’ Michael 
Kennedy read. 

His mother walked to the grave, stood far a while 
in the settling darkness, and then gathered her chil- 
dren and drove away (WP)

Moammar Qaddafy. 

Okaz published an interview 
with Information Minister Dr. 
Muhammad Abdo Yamani in 
which he explained bow tbe King- 
dom’s national income was rein- 
vested for Saadis welfare. 

The press also prominently fea- 
tured the U.S. threat to cut off aid 
to Israel if assaults on South 
Lebanon were not stopped. 

Okaz was skeptical about the 
U.S. threat to withhold aid from 
Israel to compel it to halt attacks 
in South Lebanon in view of the 
Special relationship and the 
mutual interests binding tbe two 
countries. 

It said everytime the United 
States has uttered such threats 
against Israel, h ultimately with- 
drew them. 

It added that even if the Arabs 
thought that the interests of the 
United States were tied more with 


them than with Israel, it will still 
prefer the latter because of its 
worldwide interests. 

It expressed its belief that there 
was “a secret scheme between the 
United States and Israel to 
safeguard their mutual interests 
and that it is this scheme which will 
soon have its political impact in 
the area, including South Leba- 
non." 

Al - Riyadh imagined a meeting 
between President Jimmy Carter 
and his close advisers. It saw that 
the U.S. president would be 
advised to freeze his position in 
order not to avoid the Zionist 
lobby until elections are over, then 
start his real pressure on Israel. 
But warned that such a freeze 
would only exacerbate tension in 
the area. 

,A1 -Jazirak said that one should 
not be astonished at Israel* s disre- 
gard of Security Council decisions, 
but rather at the repetition by that 
council of the same resolutions 
urging Israel to stop its assaults on 
South Lebanon. 

It added that for such decisions 
to be enforced, tbe only thing 
needed would be to take a set 


of practical steps in this direction. 

It said that the big powers man- 
ipulating the council wish, the 
international peace-keeping 
forces in Lebanon to be effective. 

According to Al -Nadwa Presi- 
dent Carter will need a lot more 
power to confront the increasing 
influence of the Zionists in his 
country so that his personal con- 
victions may not always be belied 
by his public declarations. 

“If this trend continues it may 
well lead to a grave relapse for 
American diplomacy in the Mid- 
dle East and for its initiative to 
find a peaceful settlement in the 
region. His statements yesterday 
contrast sharply with earlier 
declarations that the Palestinians 
were entitled to a homeland of 
their own. That is what he said 
when he first became President." 

"President Carter needs to 
understand the politics of the 
Arab world and the Arab view- 
points and theft teal reasons for 
opposing .the Camp David 
accords,” the paper said. “The 
Arabs want tbeir lands back and a 
decent homeland for the Palesti- 
nians on their own territory ” it 
added. _<

Despite U.S. mission failure 

Carter, Portillo will meet 


MEXICO CITY, Sept 1 (AP) 
■ — Presidents Jose Lopez Portillo 
of Mexico and Jimmy Carter of 
the United States will meet Sep- 
tember 28-29 in Washington 
despite a U.S. diplomatic mis- 
sion's failure to gain agreement on 
purchases of Mexican natural gas 
and other issues, a government 
statement said Friday. 

The diplomatic team, headed by 
Undersecretary of State Christ- 
opher Warren, the number two 
man in the U.S. State Depart- 
ment, left empty-handed after two 
■ days of talks. The Mexican foreign 
ministry statement said "no 
agreement was readied on the sale 
of Mexican gas to the U.S." 

However, the statement said 
Carter and Lopez Portillo agreed 
to go ahead with their meeting in 
Washington, “since the two are 


firmly determined to keep in con- 
tact and devote their personal 
attention to the strengthening and 
widening" relations between the 
two countries. 

Carter visited Mexico City Feb. 
14-16 but also failed to reach 
agreement on Mexican natural gas 
purchases, the problem of Mexi- 
can aliens going to the UjS., trade 
issues and other problems. 

Mexicans angrily rejected last 
week an American suggestion for 
talks over damage caused by a 
huge oQ spill in the Gulf of Mexico 
that is fouling Texas beaches, and 
Lopez Portillo publicly hinted the 
meeting with Carter may be called 
off. 

“It is always good to talk things 
over — if there is anything to talk 
about," the Mexican President 
told reporters.

Storm lashes Dominican Republic

SANTO DOMINGO, Dominican Republic, 
Sept. 1 1 AP) — Hurricane David smashed 
the Dominican Republic then skirted Haiti 
and headed back out to sea Saturday, as 
weather forecasters alerted residents of 
South Florida and the Bahamas to keep a 
sharp watch on thefuture course of the killer 
storm. 

Forecasters have said it is too early to pre- 
dict where the erratic Hurricane would hit 
next after battering the Caribbean island of 
Hispaniola, which is shared by Haiti and the 
Dominican Republic. David has claimed at 
least 34 lives so far on the islands of Puerto 
Rico and Dominica. 

A weather bulletin issued at 6 a.m. said 
David had picked up speed and was heading 
northwest from Haiti at about 15 miles per 
hour, spilling gale force winds 150 miles 
ahead of its path. The center of the storm was 
located about 100 miles north of the Haitian 
capital of Port Au Prince, at 20 degrees north 
latitude and 72.7 degrees west longitude. 

That would put it about 530 miles south- 
west of Miami. 

The forecasters raised warning flags over 
the southern and central Bahamas, northwest 
of Hispaniola, and cancelled their hurricane 
watch for the island of Jamaica to the south. 

The storm ran northwest across Hispaniola 


on Friday, causing heavy damage in the 
Dominican Republic. There were no 
immediate reports of its early morning brush 
with the northern tip of Haiti. It had turned 
abruptly from its open-sea track south of the 
Dominican Republic and slammed inland just 
southwest of the capital, the oldest city in the 
western hemisphere. 

Winds from 55 to 120 miles per hour 
uprooted trees, snapped utility poles and lit- 
tered the rain-swamped streets with the rub- 
ble of the fragile island homes. 

Almost all communications on and from 
the island were cut by the storm and there 
were no immediate reports of casualties. 

David swept nortwest across the island dur- 
ing the night, losing some of its strength as it 
crossed the mountains of the interior. It’s 
maximum winds were estimated at 110 miles 
per hour. Officials of the U.S. National 
Weather Service predicted it would regain a 
large portion of its strength after it moves 
back out to sea. 

President Antonio Guzman declared a 
state of emergency and imposed a dusk-to- 
dawn curfew in the Dominican Republic. He 
spoke to the nation over the civil defense 
network, the only radio frequency still 
operating.

Mountbatten killing prompts 


visit by Lynch to survivors 


DUBLIN, Sept. 1 (AP) — Irish Prime 
Minister Jack Lynch flew to Sligo Friday 
evening to visit the survivors of the terrorist 
bomb blast that killed British war hero Earl 
Mountbatten of Burma on Monday. 

Lynch spent an hour and 1 5 minutes at the 
bedsides of Lord and Lady Braboume and 
their 15-year-old son Timothy in the Sligo 
regional hospital. Lady Braboume is the 
daughter of the assassinated World War II 
commander. 

The Irish leader told reporters outside the 
hospital that he expressed lus sorrow to Lord 
Braboume over the incident, for which the 
Irish Republican Army has claimed respon- 
sibility. 

“ He told me that he was sorry too, but then 
went on immediately into thanking the hospir- 
tal staff for the manner in which they have 
looked after him and his family,” Lynch said. 

“ He spoke of his family's love of this area 
and the people, and I know that it was recip- 
rocated. I was horrified and disgusted when I 
heard of the killings, and being abroad made 
me feel ashamed for my country.'* 

Lynch returned to Ireland Thursday from a 
holiday in Portugal. 

Lord Mountbatten, 79, a cousin of Queen 
Elizabeth II, and members of his family were 
aboard his fishing cruiser on Donegal Bay for 
an outing when the bomb blew the boat apart. 

Besides Mountbatten, the explosion killed 
bis 14-year-old grandson Nicholas Knatch- 
bull, the dowager Lady Braboume, 82, Lord 
Braboume* s mother, and a local youth who 
was the boat's pilot. 

Lynch's hospital visit coincided with a 
report from Belfast, capital of the neighbor- 
ing British province of Northern Ireland, that

police know who is responsible for a double 
bomb blast Monday that killed 18 British 
soldiers at Warrenpoint. 

But the men they are seeking are thought 
to have gone to ground in the Irish Republic, 
police sources said. 

The ambush of the soldiers, also claimed by 
the IRA, came just hours after the assassina- 
tion of Mountbatten. Police confirmed Fri- 
day night that the blasts were detonated by 
radio signals. 

“We have made inquiries just across the 
Irish border — about 300 or 400 yards — and 
the Garda, the Irish police, have been work- 
ing very closely with us. We are getting 
close.” George’ Rodgers, Assistant Chief 
Constable of the Royal Ulster Constabulary, 
told the British Broadcasting Corp. 

Irish police charged two men Thursday 
with the murder of Lord Mountbatten and 
are questioning other IRA activists. 


Thatcher, Lynch meet next week 
on touchy situation in Ireland 


LONDON, Sept. 1 1 AP) — British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher and Prime 
Minister Jack Lynch of the Irish Republic 
meet next week amid mounting pressure for 
Dublin to crack down on Irish Republican 
Army guerrillas who assassinated Lord Louis 
Mountbatten. 

But, despite the horror expressed by both 
governments at Mountbatten" s slaying in the 
Republic Monday, authoritative sources said 
no major political initiative or cross-border 
security crackdown was expected to come out 
of the summit. 

The meeting, called by Mrs. Thatcher, will 
take place against a backdrop of mounting 
violence in British-ruled Northern Ireland by 
the almost exclusively Catholic IRA and the 
threat of revenge attacks by Protestant 
extremists, including strikes into the 
Republic that will widen the 1 0-vear-old con- 
flict. 

The IRA. outlawed in both parts of Ire- 
land, is fighting to end British rule in North- 
ern Ireland and reunite the Protestant- 
dominated province with the overwhelmingly 
Catholic Republic. 

The IRA's Provisional wing claimed 
responsibility for bombing Mountbatten’s 
boat off Mullaghmore in County Sligo Mon- 
day, killing the British soldier-statesman and

four others, as well as a second bombing on 
the border in which 18 British soldiers were 
slain. 

Government officials said Mrs. Thatcher 
wants Lynch to get tough with the IRA in the 
Republic, which the British have long 
charged is a haven for the guerrillas and 
launching pad for raids into Northern Ire- 
land.

the day moving residents of low-lying areas to 
high-ground shelters, patrolled the littered 
streets of the capital overnight to guard 
against looting. 

The storm hit the Dominican Republic 
after sliding south of Puerto Rico on Friday.

Ana Reyes, a Puerto Rican red cross 
spokeswoman, said 11 of the deaths were 
reported in flooded Toa Baja, 40 kilometers 
west of the capital of San Juan. Governor 
Carlos Romero barcelo flew over the zone in 
a police helicopter Friday to assess the dam- 
age. 

News reports from Barbados said the death 
toll on Dominica could reach 26 and about 
60,000 of the population of about 81,000 
were homeless. Officers of the British Navy 
frigate Fife, leading a rescue mission, esti- 
mated as many as 4,000 residents of 
Dominica were injured. 

In Port-Au- Prince, Haiti, officials said the 
southern coastal city of Jacmel, with 70,000 
residents, appeared to be directly in David's 
path. Emergency supplied and trained relief 
workers were disptached to Jactnel, linked to 
the interior by only one twisting mountain 
road. The Dominican Republic and Haiti 
share the island of Hispaniola, with Haiti, the 
most impoverished country in the western 
hemisphere, on the western end. 

Dominican soldiers had herded many resi- 
dents Into civil defense shelters and away 
from low-lying areas before high winds began 
ripping the capital at about noon.

UNCSTD ends 
with accord on 


research funds 

VIENNA, Sept. 1 (R) — A big United 
Nationsconference aimed at applying science 
to the pfbblera of poverty ended Saturday 
after a compromise on demands by develop- 
ing countries fora huge fund to finance scien- 
tific research in the Third World. 

When the U.N. Conference on Science and 
Technology for Development (UNCSTD) 
began Aug. 2, the' delegates from 150 coun- 
tries expected a slanging match between 
developing nations seeking cash and indus- 
trial powers now more reluctant to give aid. 

But they settled down to hard, though 
mostly polite, bargaining in a closed commit- 
tee. 

The so-called “Group of 77” developing 
countries sought a compulsory levy on weal- 
thy states for a fund to pump billions of dol- 
lars into scientific research in the Third 
World. The conference settled instead for a 
U.S. formula for an interim, voluntary fond 
of not less than $ 250 million to be given out 
in 1980 and 1981. Pledges are to be made 
later this year. 

Some of the money was expected to be 
spent to fight killer tropical diseases. 

Other programs could benefit solar energy 
schemes, agriculture or, in better-off coun- 
tries such as Brazil, industry. 

The “program of action" adopted at the 
conference also called for a U.N. study to 
consider a system for financing Third World 
science beyond 1981. 

The U.S. delegation, headed by the Rock- 
efeller Foundation board chairman, Theo- 
dore Hesburgh, gave a strong lead in trying to 
meet the developing countries' demands. 

But Ireland, which also spoke for Belgium, 
Britain, France, West Germany and Luxem- 
bourg, said it agreed to the aid plan only for 
the sake of consensus and provided that con- 
tributions were voluntary. 


UNITED NATIONS, Sept. 1 (R) — 
Donald McHenry, named Friday to succeed 
Ambassador Andrew Young as U.S. rep- 
resentative at the United Nations, is a soft- 
spoken-, professional diplomat, highly 
regarded among his colleagues.

SALISBURY, Sept. 1 (R)— Prime Minis- 
ter Abel Muzorewa expressed opposition 
Saturday to British proposals for fresh Zim- 
babwe Rhodesia elections, saying it was evil 
to ask the electorate to vote again so soon 
after risking their lives to cast ballots in April. 

The British plans are expected to be discus- 
sed at constitutional talks to open in London 
Sept. 10.

Pioneer 11 heads for perilous 
encounter with Saturn’s rings

MOUNTAIN VIEW, California, Sept. 1 
(AP) — Pioneer 11 faced perhaps the most 
dangerous moments of its nearly two- billion 
mile, 6% year journey Saturday as it sailed 
past the edge of Saturn’ s rings on its way to a 
historic rendezvous with the second- largest 
planet. 

Racing along at 53,000 miles per hour, the 
relatively tiny spaceship risks a potentially 
fatal collision with chunks on unidentified 
material thought to be floating beyond the 
wide, flat rings that encircle the yellow 
planet. 

If pioneer survives the crossing, it will fly 
2,200 mile beneath the four visible rings, giv- 
ing scientists their, best clues yet to the size 
and composition of the orbiting particles that 
make up Saturn's trademark. 

Beyond the outer, visible rings seems to be 
a very faint collection of debris, which some 
scientists classifying another ring. 

“Therein lies the danger” said Bradford 
Smith of the University of Arizona. 

Smith is one of the officials involved in the 
National Aeronautics and Space Administra- 
tion project here at the Ames Research 
Center. 

After skimming under the rings, Pioneer 
will continue to its historic meeting with 


Saturn, flying only 12,950 miles above the 
clouds that cover the planet's surface. 

The 568-pound ship will then skim under 
the rings again on its outward bound journey 
away from the planet and into the outer 
reaches of space. 

Saturn is believed to be mostly a giant bail 
of hydrogen and helium, probably with a 
rocky core. 

Pioneer's camera, which has already sent 
back the best pictures ever seen of Saturn's 
will examine the clouds that are Satrun's sur- 
face for a hint of the planet’s composition, 
said NASA scientists. 

Saturday's best pictures will show features 
as small as 30 miles across on Saturn's sur- 
face. 

The rings are at least four distinct, flat 
bands of icy particles 1 % miles thick. The 
diameter of the rings is 1 71 ,000 miles, almost 
the distance between Earth and our moon. 

Pioneer's passage through the dangerous 
area beyond Saturn's rings is set for 10:37 
a.m. Saturday. But scientists won't know 
whether it survived for another 86 minutes— 
the time needed for radio signals, traveling at 
the speed of light, to cover the 963 million 
miles to Earth.
